COUNTY CONVENTION AND PUBLIC HEARING 
ON THE BUDGET 


Following a bountiful dinner served at the County 
Farm and an inspection tour of the buildings the public 
hearing on the budget was called to order by the Chair- 
man, Norman McMeekin at 2 p.m. in the chapel room 
of the County Farm. The roll call was taken by the 
clerk. The members of the delegation present were: 
Eastman of Ashland, Gilbert of Bath, Stevenson of 
Bethlehem, Plumer of Bristol, Willey of Campton, 
Graham of Canaan, Sanborn of Enfield, Hayward, 
Monahan and Neale of Hanover, Larty and McMeekin 
of Haverhill, Clement of Landaff, Coutermarsh, Porter 
and Whipple of Lebanon, McGee of Lincoln, Armstrong, 
Burrill and Kelley of Littleton, Birch of Lyman, 
Haskins of Lyme, Johnson of Monroe, Bell and Loiz- 
eaux of Plymouth, Bradley of Thornton, Breck of 
Wentworth, Davis of Woodstock.

Page of Benton, Bucklin of Bridgewater, Avery of 
Ellsworth, Nettleton of Groton, Morse of Hebron, 
Anderson of Warren and Woodward of Waterville. The 
report of the last meeting was read by the clerk and 
the minutes accepted. 

The County Budget was then up for consideration. 
Each item was taken up in detail and discussed. It was 
suggested by McGee that the salary of the County 
Solicitor be raised from $2400 to $3000. Followine a 
general discussion pro and con Stevenson moved that 
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the Chairman of the delegation sponsor legislation to 
raise the salary to $3000. Coutermarsh then moved to 
indefinitely postpone consideration. The motion was 
seconded and a voice vote taken. The ayes had it and 
consideration of raising the salary of the County Soli- 
citor was indefinitely postponed. 

Charles Wood, Register of Deeds, was called on to 
explain the $5000 item in his budget for indexing books 
which is customary every five years. 

In taking up the item for the Register of Probate 
office Monahan moved that the Judge of Probate fur- 
nish figures for the next meeting of the delegation giv- 
ing a more specific breakdown of the item to include 
new books and forms, together with his recommenda- 
tions for a lower budget figure. This motion was sec- 
onded and a vote in the affirmative resulted. 

In discussing the item under Court House repairs 
Register of Deeds Charles Wood spoke asking for new 
desks, repair of the floor, better lighting equipment 
and moving radiators to provide more space. He also 
mentioned the fact that the photostatic machine is 
outdated—it was purchased in 1947—and would like 
a new one. Considerable discussion ensued after which 
Loizeaux moved that the Executive Committee be in- 
structed to investigate the renovation situation in the 
Register of Deeds office and report to the delegation at 
a later meeting. So voted. 

There was also a discussion on bringing the micro- 
filming of records up to date in both the Register of 
Deeds office and that in the Register of Probate office. 
Barry Mines, Executive Director of the N. H. Tax- 
payers Association and a citizen of Holderness recom- 
mended that the Executive Committee look into the 
possibilities of so doing. 

Richard Rutherford, County Extension Agent, spoke 
on his budget and explained the functions of the vari- 
ous services in County Extension work. Larty of 
Haverhill, a member of the budget committee of the 
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Extension Service Advisory Council explained the pro- 
posed raises of the Extension work staff and Burrill 
suggested that Larty present figures of the Maine and 
Vermont extension work personnel at the next meeting 
of the delegation. 

Unwar Samaha, Clerk of Court, talked on cutting 
down the terms of Superior Court in Grafton County 
from three to two terms, eliminating the term at Leb- 
anon, thus saving the County approximately $3000. 
Countermarsh talked in opposition, Porter and Mona- 
han supporting him. No action was taken. 

At 5:05 it was moved that the convention and public 
hearing on the budget adjourn. Seconded and so voted.

The County Budget was then up for consideration. 
McGee moved that the Extension Budget be heard first 
inasmuch as some of the Extension personnel were 
present to answer questions should questions on their 
budget arise. The motion carried and 8S. W. Hoitt, State 
Extension Director explained the work of the Exten- 
sion Service as carried on in Grafton County. It was 
suggested by Miss Whipple that the position of Asst. 
Home Demonstration Agent, now vacant, be filled. Mrs. 
Dix and Mrs. Currier of the Extension service both 
spoke, emphasizing the shortage of trained personnel 
available. Discussion ensued. 

Starting at the beginning of the Budget as submitted 
by the Board of County Commissioners the various 
items as far as the expenses of the Register of Deeds 
office were okayed as printed. Haskins then reported 
for the Executive Committee on the recommendations 
which the committee made for improvements and 
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changes in the Register of Deeds office. (See previous 
page for report of Executive Committee meeting with 
proposed changes.) Coutermarsh spoke on the need for 
the renovations and moved that the recommendations 
of the Executive Committee be accepted and that the 
estimated $6400.00 be spent for this purpose. Commis- 
sioner Bell moved that this be made a separate item in 
the budget.

5. New floors in office and vault (tiling). Estimated 
cost $1100.00 

Total estimated cost $6400.00 

Moving to the next item in the Budget, expenses of 
the Register of Probate, the Chairman read a letter 
from the Judge of Probate regarding the $9000 item 
in the budget for 1959, justifying the amount because 
of the new forms which will be printed and used uni- 
formly throughout the State in each County and which 
each county must purchase. Discussion ensued and 

Kelley moved that the $9000 figure in the budget as 

submitted for 1959 be reduced to $7,000. The motion 

was seconded and carried by the Convention. 


The budget item under estimated revenue for both 
years, 1959 and 1960 for the County Farm was in- 
creased from $90,000 to $95,000 upon motion of Fred 
Kelley. 
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The Court House item was increased by $750 for 
repairs and improvements to the toilets at the Plym- 
outh Court House for 1959, making the total for that 
year $3250.00. 

The final motion of the afternoon was made by Com- 
missioner Bell moving that it be left to the Executive 
Committee and the Board of Commissioners to draw 
up and submit the Budget to the State Tax Commission 
as voted, with the proper totals. Motion carried. 

The Register of Deeds spoke briefly thanking the 
Executive Committee and the Convention as a whole 
for voting funds to renovate his offices. 

Commissioner Clement mentioned that he thought 
it might be interesting to publish the County expenses 
and taxes for the past eight years in the various county 
newspapers. It was decided to do so. 

The Convention selected Larty to continue in office 
as a member of the Grafton County Extension Service 
Advisory Council. The entire County Extension budget 
as presented was okayed. 

The meeting was adjourned at 5:05 p.m.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Grafton County 
herewith present the annual report of the Commis- 
sioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of the 
County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, County Attorney, 
Sheriff, Chaplains, Physician and County Extension 
Service. 

Due to the increase in County Welfare and Court 
expenses, it became necessary for the Commissioners 
to request an emergency appropriation of $15,000.00 
from the Executive Committee. They granted this ap- 
propriation so that the total appropriation for 1959 was 
increased from $409,750.00 to $424,750.00. It was un- 
necessary to borrow money for this purpose, as we had 
enough surplus to finance it. 

The general condition of the County Farm and build- 
ings is good; improvements and repairs being made as 
needed. It has been necessary to replace water and 
steam lines throughout the institution, which has been 
very costly. 

The county has a splendid dairy herd which has 
brought in a substantial part of the County Farm in- 
come. A frozen semen chest has been added to the 
improvement of our breeding program. New farm ma- 
chinery will be purchased as needed in 1960. 

The hospital has been filled to capacity this year 
with our Medical Director, Everett C. Campbell, M.D., 
and Evelyn Bigelow, R.N., as our head nurse. Five new 
hospital beds were purchased this year and more will 
be ordered in 1960, along with chairs and stands so 
badly needed. 

We were saddened in March at the untimely death 
of our Superintendent, Erville Aldrich. His loss was 
deeply felt throughout the community as well as at the 
County Home. He and his wife (Christele) had been 
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our faithful Superintendent and Matron for the past 
eight years. They were replaced in May by Mr. and 
Mrs. Kenneth W. Cota of North Haverhill. They are 
continuing to improve the institution and are working 
for the welfare of the taxpayers of Grafton County. 

The County Delegation appropriated the sum of 
$6,400.00 for improvements to the office of Register of 
Deeds for the year 1959, this to include new office 
equipment and renovations. Due to the steel strike, the 
office equipment will not be available until April of 
1960. The office and vault was newly decorated, a new 
lighting system installed and baseboard heat replaced 
the radiators, which allowed extra space. A new inlaid 
linoleum in both vault and office greatly improves the 
appearance. 

We wish to express our appreciation to our staff of 
employees, the County Delegation, the various county 
and town officials and the State Welfare Department 
for their continued cooperation.

Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years 
ended December 31, 1956-1957 and December 31, 1957- 
1958, are presented in Exhibits A and J, respectively. 
As indicated therein the Surplus increased by $11,- 
638.50 in 1957 and decreased by $186.54 in 1958.

Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and 
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payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Jus- 
tice.

The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
deposits to the credit of the County Treasurer’s ac- 
count in the Woodsville National Bank.

General Comments 


Net Overdraft of Appropriations—Application of 
Chapter 24, Section 15, of the Revised Statutes An- 
notated: 


It is noted that in the year 1958, there was a net 
overdraft of budgetary appropriations in the amount of 
$12,866.30. (Exhibit M) 

However it is further noted that in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 24, Section 15, of the Revised 
Statutes Annotated, the Executive Committee of the 
Grafton County Convention authorized the Board of 
County Commissioners to expend the sum of $15,000.00 
for Direct Relief in addition to the amount of the budg- 
etary appropriation for this purpose.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of 
the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary 
of its findings and recommendations (letter of trans- 
mittal) should be published in the next annual report 
of the County.

Mr. E. H. Aldrich, Superintendent, died March 6, 
1959. Mrs. Christele Aldrich kindly remained with us 
from May 15, when we arrived, until June 1. She gave 
us a warm welcome and all instruction possible. We 
were very grateful for her help in getting started on a 
very challenging job. 

The farm made a healthy increase in the Dairy Dept., 
production of milk greater by an average gain of 41 
lbs. butter fat over 1958. A Sire Committee consisting 
of William Putman, Donald Record, Walter Record, and 
Gerald Stoddard had been previously appointed. With 
the help of this committee a future breeding program 
has been set up. Working with them was Richard 
Rutherford and Kevin Kennedy, of The County Exten- 
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sion Office. A recommendation was made that a Bull 
Bank be established. The Commissioners approved this 
measure and our Bull Bank is here. It has a capacity 
of 500 ampules and storage is available to dairymen in 
this County for a minimum rental fee. 

No major improvements were made during the year, 
but many minor ones, in the way of application of 
paint to the stable, almshouse, and hospital. There has 
been an average increase in population during this year 
with the hospital operating at full capacity. A much- 
needed refrigerator was purchased for the hospital 
kitchen. We are fortunate to have had the capable 
hospital staff under the direction of Dr. E. C. Campbell 
and Evelyn Bigelow, R.N. 

The Christmas party was enjoyed by all with many 
gifts being donated by people and organizations all over 
the County. Reverend Wesley Berman, Father Mc- 
Mullen, and Reverend Guy Kinney have held services 
for our people, bringing comfort to all.

As Catholic Chaplain of the Grafton County Home, 
I consider my work as the administrations of a Cath- 
olic Priest—in being of service to the Catholic patients 
at any time for consultation, sickness or spiritual com- 
fort—to be available day or night with the Sacraments 
whenever necessary. Visitations to the inmates of the 
House of Correction are made with the desire to help 
and encourage whenever possible.

To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


I hereby submit my report for 1959. 

Each year seems to be more busy than the preceding 
one. Total patient days have increased by nearly 300 
and out-patients have increased by 400. Facilities are 
being used at practically maximum capacity. 

Of the much-needed equipment listed in last year’s 
report, so far, only five beds and the suction-pressure 
machine have been received. This leaves the needed 
equipment at nine beds, several carbon dioxide fire ex- 
tinguishers, new chairs, new commode chairs, lockers, 
oxygen equipment, fire escape off the porch, and the 
wire-glass enclosure of the stair well yet to be obtained. 

I am very proud of the hospital and the staff and 
congratulate them for their excellent work under some 
trying conditions.
